THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND : 

I respectfully submit the following exhibits of the opera- 
tions of the Treasury Department during the Bscal year ended 
Sept. 30th, 1893, as required by Article 19, Section 9, of the 
Code of Public General Laws. 

RECEIPTS. 

There has been received into the Treasury from all 
sources, during the fiscal year ended the 30th day of Septem- 
ber 1893, the sum of $2,533,611.48 as given in detail in "State- 
ment A," in the first Appendix of this Report, and the balance 
in the Treasury at the' close of the previous fiscal year was 
$482,048.46, making the total amount in the Treasury during 
the fiscal year $3,115,659.94. 

The amount of receipts in the Treasury for the fiscal year 
1893 is less than for the previous year by $472,939.70. This 
decrease can be accounted for from the fact that the receipts 
for the fiscal year 1892 contained $371,299.83 received from 
the General Government and $100,000.00 from the sale of an 
equal amount of the Exchange Loan of 1891, and $37,202.28 
from the sureties of Stevenson Archer, late Treasurer, aggre- 
gating $508,502.11, a simple subtraction will show the receipts 
from the usual sources for the fiscal year 1893 exceed those of 
1892 by $25,562.41. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

The disbursements during the fiscal year 1893 amounted 
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in the aggregate to $2,44.6,609.36, being less than the dis- 
bursements of the previous fiscal year by $619,223,66, and 
there remained in the Treasury at the close of the fiscal year 
ended Sept. 30th, 1893, the sum of $569,050.58. "Statement 
B," of this Report exhibits in detail the various purposes for 
which these disbursements were made and the Acts of Assem- 
bly authorizing the same. 

ESTIMATES. 
The probable receipts into the Treasury during the cur- 
rent fiscal year as estimated in "Statement C," are $2,550,- 
859.90, which if realized and added to the balance in the 
Treasury on the 30th day of September last, would make the 
total amount iii the Treasury for the fiscal year 1894, applicable 
to ordinary purposes, the sum of $3, 1 19,910.48. The estimated 
disbursements during the same period are $2,420,502.30,35 
shown in "Statement D." 

FREE SCHOOL AND SINKING FUNDS. 

The condition of the Free School aiid Sinking Funds at 
the close of the fiscal year 1893 is shown in detail in "State- 
ment E." 

The amount remaining to the credit of the Free School 
Fund at the close of the fiscal year 1892 was 15,675.54. The 
receipts during, the last fiscal year on account of the same fund 
were $75,121.36, making an aggregate of $80,796.90. The . 
disbursements from this fund for the same period amounted to 
$75i^539o. leaving a balance to the credit of said fund, as of 
September 30th, 1893, of $5,543.00. 

SINKING FUNDS. 

Statement "E," also gives in detail the receipts, as well as 
the investments on account of the Sinking Funds during the 
fiscal year 1893, viz.: There was received on account of 

General Sinking Fund $13,636.17 

Balance September 30, 1893 1,436.23 $15,063.50 

Sinking Fund for Defense Redemption Loan 373,156.10 

Sinking Fund for Eschange Loan, 1S89 $19,971.02 

Balance September 30, 1893 59-23 20,030.35 

Total $408,248,85 

There was invested during the fiscal year on account of 
the several Sinking Funds the sum of $408,248.85, and the 
manner in which it was invested will also appear in State 
ment "E." 
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It is very gratifying to state that every dollar intended by 
law for investment was so used, and about eighty per cent, 
was invested in our State stocks and bonds. Heretofore great 
diflRculty has been experienced in securing our own stocks arid 
bonds without paying a very large bonus; the recent scarcity 
of currency forced some of our stocks and bonds on the market 
and the Treasury officials were alert to find them and fortu- 
nate in securing so con-siderable an amount. 

The Act of the General Assembly of 1888, Chapter 533. 
levying a tax of one and one-half cents on each one hundred 
dollars to meet the interest and create a Sinking Fund for the 
redemption of the Treasury Relief Loan, is still in force, 
although that Loan has been redeemed. The amounts accruing 
from this tax have been and will be invested in the several 
Sinking Funds until otherwise directed. 

I respectfully recommend that this Act of 1888 be so 
amended as to repeal the provision in regard to the Treasury 
Relief Loan, and to increase the levy for the Exchange Loan 
of 1886 to one and * hree-fourth cents on each one hundred 
dollars, to enable the Treasury Officers to create a Sinking 
Fund for this Loan,' since the provision heretofore made for 
this purpose is totally inadequate to meet even the interest on 
this Loan. I will therefore prepare a bill embracing these 
amendments, which I trust will meet with favorable con- 
sideration. 

In addition to this recommendation, I beg leave to call 
your attention to the fact that at the time of the creation of 
the Loan of 1889 (Chapter 201 of 1888) and the Loan of 
1891 (Chapter 305 of 1890) no provision was made for 
Sinking Funds for the payment of these debts at maturity. 
The former matures in 1903 and the latter in 1905. To pro- 
vide a Sinking Fund for tiie payment of these debts at the 
present time, would necessitate an increase in the State tax 
rate. This increase I am not prepared to recommend owing 
to the present depressed condition of financial and commercial 
matters, but I do respectfully suggest that they should -stand 
as a barrier against any legislation creating any other or fur- 
ther bonded debt, without providing a Sinking Fund as required 
by the constitution. These two debts aggregate nearly one- 
half of the present State debt, and when you consider that 
they are unprovided for, as regards Sinking Funds for the 
payment of the same, I cannot, in view of these facts, com- 
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prehend how the General Assembly could create any other or 
further bonded debt without appreciating the necessity of 
providing Sinking Fund^ for all the debts now unprovided 
for, and to do so may increase the State tax rate to twenty- 
five or thirty cents on the one hundred dollars. 

"Statement F" exhibits the sundry investments for the 
several funds therein mentioned as of September 30, 1893. 
DIVIDENDS AND INTEREST. 

"Statement G" shows the various amounts received from 
dividends ou Bank, Railroad and Water Stocks, and interest 
on the mortgage of the Northern Central Railway Company, 
and on the bonds of the Susquehanna and Tidewater Canal 
Companies during the liscal year 1893, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to the sum of 1160,899.95, being less than the amount 
received during the previous fiscal year, caused by the Sus- 
quehanna and Tidewater Canal Companies being in the hands 
of Receivers and not paying the interest due July ist, 1893. 
OYSTER FUND. 

The receipts on account of the Oy^er Fund during the 
liscal year were $48,437.12, being greater than the previous 
year by $1,784.24. 

TJie disbursements were $91,302.03. This sum is in excess 
of the disbursements of the previous fiscal year by $11,636.92, 
which 'can be more than accounted for by the amounts paid 
for building and equipping three new schooners, as directed 
by Chapter 685, Acts of 1892. The balance to the credit of 
the Oyster Fund as of September 30th, 1893, was $3,847.57. 

It is very apparent that some legislation must be had 
upon the oyster question. The receipts, as now provided by 
law, are, and will be insufficient to maintain the present force 
for their protection. Heretofore the Oyster Fund has been 
almost wholly maintained by the receipts from dredging 
licenses. 

Taking a psriod of eight years it will be seen by the fol- 
lowing^ statement that the receipts for the past two years are a 
little below the average for the period given :

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But this should not be regarded as seahng the fate of the 
oyster interests of Maryland, even as now managed. Up to 
1892, no portion of the receipts from tonging and scraping 
licenses were paid into the Oyster Fund, but were paid to the 
School Commissioners of the Counties where issued. The 
Act of 1892 provides that ten per cent, of the last mentioned 
license receipts should be paid into the Oyster Fund ; at the 
same time burdening the Fund with the expense of painting 
and furnishing the vessel numbers for scrapers, etc. 

An examination of Table No. i of this Report will show 
that the total receipts on account of tonging and scraping 
licenses for the fiscal year 1893 aggregated f37,230.co, ninety 
per cent, of which sum was paid to the School Commis- 
sioners of the Counties where issued. 

If all the receipts for all classes of licenses, etc., had, for 
the fiscal year 1893 been placed to the credit of the Oyster 
Fund, the following statement would show the condition of 
the Fund, as regards receipts and ordinary expenditures for 
the year 1893:

PRODUCTIVE AND UNPRODUCTIVE ASSETS. 

Statement "I" shows the productive assets of the State to 
^ $4,543,768.83, and the unproductive assets $7, 110,626.99. 

The Board of Public Works was by virtue of Chapter 
310 of the Acts of 1892 authorized to dispose of all the State 
securities, except the stock of the Washington Branch of the 
B. &0. Railroad, but none of said stocks have as yet been 
sold, owing to the difficulty of finding State bonds in which 
to invest the proceeds, even the Treasury Officers being 
unable to secure for the Sinking Funds State bonds to the 
full amount required by law to be so invested. And the 
Board of Public Works did not deem it wise to sell the pres- 
ent valuable stocks, etc. , held by the State unless the proceeds 
could be readily invested in redeeming the State debt. 
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STATE DEBT. 
The total indebtedness of the State, as shown in detail 
ill Statement "J," was at the close of the fiscal year 1893, 
$8,684,986.24. If you deduct from the gross debt the value 
of the productive stocks held by the State, and the stocks 
and bonds held on account of the Sinking Funds, the net 
debt will be found to be $2,659,571.81, being less than that 
of the previous fiscal year bj' $422,714.54, An examination 
of the character and market value of the securities held by 
the State as an offset to this balance, will show Ihat the net 
debt of the State, after making the deduction at market 
value, instead of face value, would be very materially 
decreased. 

ASSESSMENT OF REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY. 

Statement "K" shows the assessment of the real and 
personal property in the several Counties and the City of 
Baltimore for the fiscal year of 1893, the aggregate of which 
is $524,056,241.00, being greater than that of 1892 by 
$8,918,713.00. 

A comparison of the a.isessable basis for the past five 
years shows a gratifying increase, to, wit :

PUBLIC SCHOOL TAX. 

Statement "L" shows in detail the Levy, Receipts and 
Disbursements on account of the Public School Tax. The 
Levy for the year 1893 amounted in the aggregate to $550,- 
259.06, but this amount will be somewhat decreased when the 
' abatements in the form of insolvencies, erroneous assess- 
ments, etc., are allowed. 

The Receipts for the fiscal year 1893 amounted to $591,- 
075.89, being greater by $39,673.46 than that of the previous 
year. 

The disbursements of the School Tax for the fiscal year 
of 1893 were $599,089.83, being greater by $38,576.97 than 
for the fiscal year 1892. 
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LICENSES, ETC. 

The accompanying tables from Nos. i to ii, both inclu- 
sive, show the various receipts into the Treasury from all 
sources during the fiscal year. 

The receipts from Clerks of Courts and other officers as 
shown in Table No. i, amounted to $898,323.91. an increase 
over 1892 of 12,938.35. 

And from Registers of Wills (Table No. 2) the sura of 
1126,264.29, t)eing {47,120.09 less than for the previous year. 
This decrease may be accounted for by the operation of the 
Act of 1892, Chapter 564, allowing the Registers of Wills to 
retain one-fourth of the gross receipts from tax on collateral 
inheritances, and from tax on commissions of executors and 
adrainistrators. 

The receipts from Collectors of taxes in the several 
Counties and the City of Baltimore, as shown in detail in 
Table No. 3, aggregated $892,310.16, being greater than the 
amount collected for 1892 by 190,814,41. 

The receipts from tax on the gross receipts iVom Rail- 
roads and bther Corporations, as shown in Table No. 5, 
amounted to 1123,025.64, being less than for the previous 
year by $9,990.70. The receipts into the Treasury from tax 
on the Shares of Capital Stock of Incorporated Institutions 
for the fiscal year 1893, given in detail in Table No. 6, 
amounted to 1107,102. 43, an increase over 1892 of $5,828.06. 

STATE TOBACCO INSPECTIONS. 
The gross receipts from State Tobacco Inspectons during 

the fiscal year 1893 were $58,7^0.26 

Disbursements during same period on acct. of salaries.&c 48,363,06

Table No. 7 will sliow the receipts and disbursements in 
detail. 

Table No. 1 1 shows the receipts into the Treasury from 
licenses and tax upon premiums paid by Foreign Insurance 
Companies as returned by the Insurance Commissioner, 
amounting to $118,862.87, ^n increase of $5,261.14 over the 
amount received from same source during the preceding year. 

Tables No. 12 to 17, both inclusive, show the amounts 
due to the State, exclusive of interests irom Clerks of Courts, 
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Registers of Wills and Sheriffs, and State taxes remaining 
uncollected in the hands of the Collectors in the several 
Counties and Baltimore City, as well as those unpaid by rail- 
roads and other incorporated institutions. 

The amounts due the State, as shown in Tables Nos. 14, 
15 and 17 are in the hands of Attorneys for collection, and 
it is my intention to require all delinquents to settle. 

Tables 19 and 20 show in detail the disbursements of the 
Contingent Funds of this Department. 

Table No. ai shows the condition of the Tobacco Fund as 
required by Joint Resolution No. 13 of the General Assembly 
of 1886.. 

The receipts and disbursements of the Commissioners of 
Fisheries, as reported, are given in detail in Table No. 21. 

Statements A, B, C, D and E, Part II of the Appendix 
to this Report, contain the returns of Emoluments of the 
officers therein reported. 

It affords me pleasure to acknowledge the valuable ser- 
vices and advice I have had from ray associate in the Treasury 
Department. If you, gentlemen, and the people of the State, 
find any excellence in this exhibit of the fiscal affairs of the 
State, it is in a great measure due to the sound discretion, 
judgment and financial ability of your present State Treas- 
urer. Besides this, he has, in conforraity with the require- 
ments of the statue in selecting the depositaries for State 
funds, designated two banks that are paying two per cent. 
interest on State deposits. The amounts received from this 
source during the [past fiscal year aggregated 12,400.00, but 
I have reason to believe this sum will be materially increased 
in the future. 

My thanks are due the Clerks in the several offices in this 
Department for the efficient and prompt discharge of their 
respective duties, and I take pleasure in according them 
their due in this public manner.
